W«ahh of Comfort. 

To the eonuatent Salvationist 
there IB a wealth of comfort in this 
thouebt, but to the ungodly it cer- 
tainly has its terrorEr 'Whenever the 
news of the death of a relative haf 
been conveyed to the writer he bis 
striven to exclude from hi« mind 'the 
thought that the real person, with 
whom fat-has enjoyed sweet fellow- 
ship, is now lying in the distant 
grave; On the other, hand, he has 
joyfully entertained the eonviction 
that the erave only encloses the 
poor, diseased, worn-out ~ body, 
whkh waa never intended to remain 
throughout eternity as the instru- 
ment oF the soul, tbe latter having 
entered upon a fuller, richer, and 
more complete life. 

He remembers with interest the 
remark tnadc years ago by a St^ff 
Officer in London concerning a 
comrade who had been promoted to 
glory, to the effect that he bad given 
up his ^'fighting mbc"— meaning the 
body in which the real man used to 
go forth to fight God's battles. 

Life, in the physical sensCf simply 
means the maintenance of our ma- 
terial bodies in such a condition 
that they can draw nourlahment 
from the fnndred substances around 
them, or, ss Professor Drummond 
puta it In his remarkable work: 
"Natural iaw in the sinritual world," 
"Ufe Is simply a correspondence 
with our environment;" but tbe 
continuance of the life of bur souls 
does not depend upon the appropria- 
tion of mere physical nourishment, 
Tbtf* soul, in order to maintain Jls 
proper life, Or health, must be In 
comOiiinicqtlon with Iia approprlste 
enviroiunsnt, which is not physlcalj 
but belongs to a higher realm. "The 
naniral .'Ufe;" says Drummond, 
"ovea atl to environment, so must 
the ftpirltual. Now tbe en^ronment 
of the. spiritusl life is. Qod. As 
Nature therefore, forms tbe comple* 
ment c^the, nattual Ufe^ God is the' 
comptement of tbe spiritual. ". . . 
It is not ft strange things then, for 
thr Mul to find Its life ItitObd.
